In bucking, the broncho applies 
all the force of his body, exerts its 
nimbleness, and evidences rem ark­ 
able dexterity in the contortions of 
body, head and legs, which he em­ 
ploys to dislodge his distasteful rid­ 
er. 
He may jump Into the air and 
land on all four feet with his legs 
stiff as a board; he may swirl and 
jump and kick and buck in a gen­ 
eral melange of devilishness; but his 
rider must be ever alert as he can­ 
not know in just which direction the 
horse will next jump or what he will 
next do. 
It is quite impossible 
to 
adequately describe the antics of 
a 
bucking broncho; it is a performance 
which can only be fully appreciated 
by being witnessed.
